LET’S TAKE INVENTORY OF THIS THING 
WE CALL AMERICA

In the United States we have only 7% of the population of the world. 

Before the war we consumed 75% of the world’s silk production, 50% 
ot the world’s coffee, and 60% of the world’s rubber. 

We had one third of the world’s railway mileage, and one third of the 
total of mileage of improved highways in the world. 

Russia has one radio for every 90 people. In the United States we have 
one radio for every three people. 

Before the war when neither prices nor wages had materially risen, in 
Russia one hour’s work would buy 1.9 pounds of bread. In Germany 2.5 
pounds, in Italy 2.8 pounds, Belgium 4.9 pounds, France 5 pounds, England 
5.2 and in the United States 7.5 pounds. 

In Russia before the war there was one automobile for every 252 people. 
In Italy one for every 93, Sweden, one for every 29. England one for every 22 
and in France one for every 18 people. In the United States we had an auto- 


mobile for every 4 people which means we drive 80% of the world’s auto- 


mobiles. 


In Italy the per capita ownership of life insurance is $36. In France 
$49, Germany $117, Sweden $254, England $353 and in the United States 
$842. In fact we own 60% of the world’s life insurance. 

When the war broke out there were more telephones in New York City 
alone than in all of Russia, actually we had half the world’s telephones. 

Sometimes we are inclined to forget some of our blessings and the ad- 
vantages and opportunities here in America that we are fighting so hard to 
preserve. We need to be reminded in specific simple understandable statis- 
tics just how silvery the linings of our occasional clouds seem to be.

MAJOR JAMES M. GRAYBEAL GIVEN 
DISTINGUISHED FLYING CROSS 


AN EIGHTH AIR FORCE BOMBER 
STATION, ENGLAND: Major James 
M. Graybeal, of 245 East 4th Street, 
Tucson, Arizona, has recently been 
awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross for extraordinary achievement 
while serving as Air Commander of a 
Bombardment Group composed of B-17 
aircraft on a bombing mission over 
Germany. Major Graybeal expertly as- 
sembled the formation and led it over 
the route to the target in accordance 
with the flight plan. Approximately 
three minutes before reaching the ob- 
jective the airplane in which he was 
flying received several direct flak hits. 
One burst struck the Number One En- 
gine and knocked the oi! cooler com- 
pletely out of the wing. This engine 
was feathered immediately. The Num- 
ber Four engine was also damaged, but 
in order to remain in the lead position 
of the formation Major Graybeal con- 
tinued to utilize as much power as pos- 
sible from it. He skillfully directed the 
formation over the target and released 
the bombs in a concentrated pattern. 
Shortly after ‘“‘bombs away’ the Num- 
ber Four engine became inoperative 
and had to be feathered. After con- 
tacting the deputy lead airplane Major 
Graybeal left the formation and started 
the return journey. He accomplished 
the flight to friendly territory, where 
an expert landing was effected despite 
the badly damaged condition of the 
airplane. The courage, coolness and 
tenacity of purpose displayed by Major 
Graybeal on this occasion reflect the 
highest credit upon himself and the 
Armed Forces of the United States. 

Major Graybeal, pilot on the B-17 
Flying Fortress “Judy G’, has partici- 
pated in twenty-four daylight bombing 
assaults against the Nazi war machine 
in Europe. 


He is the 25-year-old son of Mrs. 


Alice S. Graybeal, of 245 East 4th 
Street, Tucson, Arizona. His wife, 
the former Miss Jeanne W. Walden, 
lives at 2101 South Curson Avenue, 
Los Angeles, California. He is the 
son-in-law of Forest C. Walden, Qual- 
ity Control Engineer at Plomb.
